Ho waa idolized by the north because ho 
saved the Union, and his magnanimity, 
when given the reins of government, won 
even the love of those he had defeated, 
The most impressive feature of the 
funeral coremonies will be the mingling 
togsther of the north and tho south in 
doinj; honor to their common hero, 

TUB DECORATIONS. 

The city has put on mourning garb, and 
the lower part of town especially has a very 
aombre appearanco. It would be impus- 
aible to give any extended description of 
the decorations. All of the public build- 
ings, banks, stock eschangos and business 
jiousp of ai^ kinds are draped, as well as 
liiany private dwellings.

eaques de la Grico," 1800, and many 
others. There are also early editions of 
Shakespeare. All huigiiayea are repre- 
sented in thiii viihuxblo collection of hunks 
and among the moat ancient are Hehrevv, 
Syriac and Chaldean nianiiaoripls. About 
two mniitlis ago Mr. Albert ttiltro ilia- 
covsred ctmong them a very ancient He- 
brew manuscript which has created no 
little oxcitemont.

THE SALARY OliAB. 

Mr. Blake is in bad odor with his 
piirty, the rank and 6le of which iiro cull- 
ing loudly for his deposition and the sub- 
stitution of Mr. Mowatt, premier of On- 
tario, as the leader. The trouble lies 
huro: In coiiBoquonoo of the unusual 
lotigth of tho last aesaion of the Ottawa 
piirliiuuBUt Sir John Macdonnld intro- 
ducod a raoaauro authorizing tho payment 
of §500 to each niombor of tho houao of 
comniuiiB and each senator as additional 
indemnity for their aorvicea. This sum 
increased tho indemnity to §1,500, milo- 
Bijo added. The members on both sidea 
of tho houao — with the exception of Mr. 
McMulliii, a grit — voted for tho increase 
wiiich wua felt by thorn imd tho country 
to be only fair coinpeiisatiou for their sis 
months' abaonco from lumiu and busi- 
ness. JVIr. Biftke supported tlio measure 
and took the SnOO and ho is being moat 
unmercifully lampooned by the liberal 
nowapapera throughout Ontario. Grip is 
piirticiiliirly aevere. It has a cartoon in 
which Mr. lUalcu ia depicted as exhibit- 
ing a b:iii contiiining the t^oOO to Mr. 
Mowatt's troubled gaze as the only fruita 
of the session. Grip is the leading Can- 
adian comic publication, is an out-and- 
out grit and loudly calls for Mr. Blake'a 
dopoaitiim For 11 long time a feeling has 
been growing in iihoral minda that Mr. 
Blake ia nut tile man fnr louder. Every 
one admits that ho is lliorouuhly respec- 
table, an able orator and a clour, close 
reasoner. But he is not an organizer. 
He cannot keep his men in hand, being 
deficient in that personal inagnotiam 
which makes Sir .Inhn MacJonald a 
power in the land. In a word, ho ia no 
match for Sir J jhn as a party manager. 
His defects have been recognized by tho 
grits for a lung time. There is, besides, a 
considerable wing uf the liberals nrho can- 
not forget tho shabby treatment Mr. Mac- 
kenzie received at Mr, Blake'a hands whon 
tho former was first minister; and who 
have never condoned tho way that Mr. 
Mackenzie was deprived of the liberal 
leadership and Mr. Blake pushed into hi.t 
place. The present, thereforo, is deemed 
B fitting opportunity for tho party to gat 
ria of Mr. Blake. Tho liberal leader has 
endeavored to palliati' his vote for and 
acceptance of the §500 by pre^onting tho 
money ;o tho agricultural aocictic-i in hin 
borough; but the grit papers point out 
that while this may bo a very proper dis- 
position of the "grab," yet Mr. Blake's 
vote and act in taking it set a bad e.x- 
ample to his followers who have quietly 
fobbed the niuney for their own pur- 
poses. Tho Wucidatock Review, a 
thorough paced reform paper, uses the fol- 
lowing language: 

"That the Ueformers should consent to 
endorae it (the courae of tho ministerial- 
ists in this matter — Ed. Mail,) and to 
participate in the obiio.xious grab is a just 
cause of surprise and sorrow to their con- 
atituenta. That some of their luiinbor 
pleaded poverty and necessity as a roason 
for consenting to the steal, we can well 
believe. But this plea ought not to have 
boon allowed to prevail. Tho leader of 
the opposition had a plain duty to per- 
form under such oircunis^taiicea. Lie 
ought to have asaerleil his auihority. He 
should have prusen-cd ainl detended the 
reputation of hia party, which ought al- 
ways to be paramount to the interests of 
individual momhors. Parliament ought 
not to have boon prostituted to pension 
parliamentary paup.'.rii. No one will sus- 
pect tho loader of the op[)osition hiiiL^elf 
of a desire to participate in tho .?500 grab. 
He was doubtless personally opi)used to it 
and, us is now announced, has declined to 
pocket it, having handed over the amount 
to the agricultural society of his conatitn- 
oncy. Hut this doea not atone for the 
mistake made by him and hi.-i friends in 
acquiescing iu and not opposing tho in 
creased grant. It makes more than ever 
apparent the obnoxiousnesa uf the grant. 
If the inombora of tho house wore right in 
voting for it, they have a perfect right to 
keep it, and not to donate it either for the 
promotion of their political fortunes or 
for tho promotion 1 f agriculture, otc. , etc. " 

Believing tho §'200 to be perfectly legi- 
timate and to have been fairly earned we 
cannot share in tho indignation of our 
eastern conteni)ioraries, much of which is 
doubtless assumed Tho ojiportnnity is 
doubtless considered a favorabln 0110 for 
tho p.-irty to rid itself of Mr. IJIake. If 
he were popular with hia party thti "grab" 
would not bo thought of. iVIr. Mowatt, 
apparently, is the coming man; but if 
he should decline, who will tho liberals 
get to lead them? 

rilVltlENT IITERATORE. 

The qu.-iation of how far a nowspapor 
should go in the publication of obscene 
matter is duly discussed by M. J. Savage 
in tho North American Review for Aug- 
ust. Tiio paper on tho subject U entitled 
"A Profane V'iew of the H.uictuiii." Al- 
though written before the Pall Mall 
Gazette exposures were made it seems 
almoat to have a special bearing upon the 
questions of iiewspapor ethica which have 
within the last few weeks been thorough- 
ly discussed in both England and America. 
Tho position taken l)y .Mr. Savage i.-i not 
an e-\tromo 0110 ; but; he niaintaina t hat 
nosvspapera fretiuently go beyond their 
province and publish sensational matter, 
not so much as news but for the sake of 
the sensa'tion. He maintaiiiH that tho 
excuse that the people deimind such mat- 
ter and buy the paper containing it is in 
reality no excuse, for as ho says, "That 
lino of defense would bo equally good on 
behalf of tho lowest groggeries, or of 
of houses of prostitution, or gambling 
dens."

When your correspondent first came to 
Montana, some years ago, tho vast i>l:-.iii3 
and prairies, rari)ftcd kuec-deep with lux- 
urinnt bul'.ulo and bunch grass, were lit- 
erally coverod black with thousands upon 
thou.sunds of bullalo. i remember onco 
traveling through a riingle herd north of 
the jMis-souri river for three days, and 
never once, during light, being out of 
sight of bi.son. Tlic^c phuiies and prair- 
ies, which jiroved to be .'^uch o.vcoUeut 
grazing ground for bull'alo, were cer- 
tainly as' irooii for tlomestic animals, and 
as soon as tlie coiiniry was freed of hos- 
tile Inilinns the white men came pouring 
in i roin every side, driving their Qocks 
and herds before ihem. 

(In iho prairies of Montana grow no 
less than thirty-three varieties of grass 
and clover grass, among which are to be 
found a kind of blue aftermath of clover, 
similar to the famous blue grass of Ivcu- 
tucky, numerous mcadcw foxtaihs, orch- 
ard grasses, timothy, and above all, tho 
rich, juiey, succuleiu bulfalo grass, which 
can bo found ovcrywluMO in the greatest 
abundttuco the year round, and which 
cures on the ground without rottiuij. No 
wonder that the cattle thrive and become 
fat. Such feed is lietter than grain for 
beef cattle, and the wild plains of iMou 
taua, where cuttle are turned loose !o 
rustle and receive no further attention 
other than two semiannual round ups 
for the branding of calves and cutting out 
of marketable beeves, actually make bet- 
ter beef than the stall-fed cattle of the 
states. The wild thyme, mingled with 
ihe native grasses, gives a peculiar flavor 
to the nu iit, which no other section of our 
coun'.iy can lHia-.t of. 

'I'hc a\ ailablc gra/.ing laud in tlie tcrrl- 
tor\ I not coiinliiig the Indian reservations, 
which number nearly 2.'<,Uu0,UU0 acres of 
bcaiilifnl, Icriiie land) can bo set down at 
about (;o,0(IO,UiU) acres. Less than • 
001) Iiidiuiis conlrol '..'8,000,000 acres, 
which gi\es an avcrii!;e ot 1, 750 acres to 
each buck, si|iiaw ami piippoose in every 
tribe, or a little over two and a half 
si|\iaro miles to each individual. If a 
white man wants that inucli laud lie has 
to buy it. Most of llie available land is 
eminent iloniaiu and supports at tho pres- 
ent writing-over 1,000,000 lunid of cattle. 
Ten years ago there were 100 range cattle 
in the territory . to-day more thau 1,000,- 

000 are .scaltered over tho hills and 
through tho va leys. 

As I said before, the spring round-ups 
arc for tho purpose of biandiug calves and 
the fall rouud ups for the cutting out of 
marketable beeves. I was au amused and 
interested spectator nt tho Jliles t ity 
stock yards a day or two ago, when a 
cattle kiug of this section was branding a 
number of young calves that bad boon 
dropped during the winter monttis, as 
well 08 a now lot of iuiportations just re 
coived from Iowa for slockin.,^ new 
rans-e. As is usual in such cases tho tally 
men for tho buyers and sellers kept ac 
count of the cattle according to their 
brands when they were driven through 
the shute where the new brand as put 
on the aniiiiale. Tlie cattle were driven 
from srclioii to section of the yards, until 
tlicy readied the narrow branding place, 
into which llioy walked in siir^lo Hie. A 
hoi fire was Inirning on the outside and a 
dozen brauiliiii: irons were kept ready to 
impress the mark of the owner upon the 
sides of tlieanima's. AVbeu about a dozen 
wer(: imiuisoncd the branding iron was 
apjilied IjoIw. en the rails of Ihe shuto to 
Ihe slioiilder of each animal. They 
kicked and s'luiriiu^il vigorously on fool- 
ing the n;d-liot iiiipre-ision, but In about 
U ii iiiiiuiti.'S the u|)i'iiaion was entirely 
over and the prisoners were releaseti and 
ran quickly from tho tire to another por- 
tion of the yard. 

f lieep growinjc was started a few years 
ago as lui oxperiiiieiit. It is an oxperi- 
nicnt no longer. The high, dry and 
hcaitliy cliiiialo of Montana seems to bo 
pai'licnlaiiy favi. ruble to this industry, 
and the lilier of the wool produced is said 
to bo far bolter than that raised in Wyo- 
ming, Colorado and Nebraska. On the 
divide west of Livingstone, a settler 
uamcd Nelson has a tlock of about LjO 
Au^'oia coats grazing in the Middle Creek 
valley. It is the only stock of that class 
in the country. Their hair is long ami 
while anil si ft as side. Some of tin; bucks 
are very large, with enormous horns, aim 
ilar lo Ihe famous sheep of the Big Horn 
nionniaius, and arc as gentle and docile as 
kiltena. 

Horse-ranching is also one of the prin- 
cipal industries of MontaniL Our 
I'^nglish cousins who come to Montana in 
sciircb of licallh and wcaltli generally tin- 
ilcrlakc the raising of horses In preference 
to iiivcsling tludr capit.al in cattle. Tho 
])rolits. however, have never been so large 
with Ihe ci|uin('.s as witli the boviiies, ow 
ing to the succe sful o[ieralionB of the ex- 
Iraonliiiary lar.gc banits of hor.so lhic;\e8 
that infested the country last year. The 
vigilantes strung up no less than Ufly-nino 
between .May anil October of last year.

It 
soeuis that R.'<t!iburn had boon drinking 
aomo and waa "taking in tho town" aa a 
proliniinary to boarding tho Taooma 
steamer. About I! ;30 ho left the Esmond 
saloon for tho dock and was accompanied 
by one or more persons who volunteerod 
to see him safely aboard the boat. At 
the saloon he displayed enough money to 
awake the cupidity of any thief ivho might 
ba hanging around, and i\lr. Clancy urged 
him to deposit tho money until ho waa 
bettor able to care for it, but ho doclinod 
the kindly meant offer and lost h la sack . 
He carried the coin in a pocket book in 
hia hip pocket and thinks that tho party 
who aeeompaiiied him to the dock, and 
who immediately departed tho city, 
tilched it out as ho held his arm in walk- 
ing. Tho person who Rathburn accuses 
ia a well known young man about town 
and of respectable connections. His rep- 
utation is none of tho best, however, and 
the circumstances of the affair warrant 
Rathburn in hia au.spicinna. He left the 
city on the bout that waa to carry Rath- 
burn, and so far aa tho latter knows was 
the only porson who approached him 
while en route to the duck. Chief of 
I'olico Woolery wont to Taooma early 

iday m irninL", but found that hia man 
had gcuie tu I'ortland, from whence he can 
only be returned through a reciuisition. —

Tlie liiveiiii($atioii. 

The otlieial iiiveatigatioii into the re- 
cent cidliaioii waa continued yesterday. 

Tlie nuMobers of tho coniiuisaion of iii- 
ipiiiy viaited Mr. John Leech's roaideiico, 
and by the doctor's perniiaaion the 
niato'a evidence was taken whilo he 
wiia in bed. 

Being aworii, ho testified that ho was 
male of the Kiiterpriao .-it the tune of tho 
accident; had a eortiticatu of competency; 
weather waa clear and ainootli; wo hud 
not rounded point when we lirat saw 
Rithet; saw her when we were east of 
point; she waa steering a little on her 
port bow; that was befcjre we had round- 
ed tho rocks; the Enterprise did not sheer 
'.vheii r(iiinding tho point, as I guarded 
ai,'ainat it, had her helm hard to port; had 
been at wheel about eii;ht minutoa; tho 
captain followed mo into the wheel house; 
Uiihot blew whistle three or four minutea 
after I went into tho wheel house; at the 
time of accident we vere ri^ht nt the edge 
of kelp; don't know how I waa hurt; first 
thing 1 remonilior waa Oapt. Rudlin and 
a deck hand taking mo out of wreckage; 1 
reuiaiiied in wheel houae until Rithet'a 
bow was nearly to our saloon dock; Riihet 
waa still forging into tho Enterpriae when 
I waa pulled out of tho wreckage; when 1 
came out pilot house and mast were gone; 
have no recollection of how 1 got on 
Riiiiot; left the pilothouse just us she 
waa going to strike tliG uppordeck; don't 
know what struck mo; did not see Oapt. 
Rudlin until he pulled me out of wreck; 
got nut of pilot house on the port side; 
tho mast fell before tho Rithet got out of 
tho Enter[)riae: think it fell over tho atar- 
board side; did look after tho maat, but 
did not see it; Rithot look a sheer, and 
tnld Oapt. Rudlin she alieered to her port; 
I said "Rithut is taking a sheer, I think 
she is starboarding her helm;" am sure 
our engine had stopped; our helm waa 
hard to port; Enterpriae only took small 
ali(!er when striking the current, not half 
.1 point; heard their whiallo and gave an 
answering one; if after tho Rithet having 
blown for us to port wo had starboarded 
our helm we would not have cleared, as 
the Rithet was going very fast; from the 
Rithet'a whistle tu the accident was about 
two minutea; if the Ritlitit had not taken 
the sheer, think wo would have cleared; 
wore coming round rocks ua usual with 
flood tide; the tide was running pretty 
strong; don't think wo wore more than 25 
or thirty yards I'll the rock; we were to 
the southward of tho point. 

Francis n. Hughes, watchman of tho 
Wer,tern Slope, Chaa. Todd, a passenger, 
and Thoa. Beiitley, niaatcr of the atoamor 
Hope, wore also examined, hat no new 
light was thrown on the collision.

Tha con- 
tractor failed to carry out his contract, 
and the plaintitf aeuks tu recover the sum 
of $1500 from the boiidnnon. 

Mr. Yates, of Johnaon, Yatea & Jay, ap- 
peared fur tho plaintitl'; Mr. Thuo. 
Davie for tho dofeiidiuits. 

McB. Siiiith a'.'.orii and teaiiQud that 
under agreement Liiwaou cimimeuced to 
work shortly after the contract was 
signed; he worked well at the beginning, 
but after the foundation waa built and 
frame up he remaiued idle; not having 
auflicient material to keop hia nioii at 
work, the building wus imt coinplet'.'d on 
tho 30th Se()teml)er : by tonus of contract 
it waa to bo; I notified the bondaiiiojl in 
writing that tho building was iiiconnjlete; 
[letter produced in writing); rocoived no 
reply to the letter; conversed with Mr. 
Tait un tho matter early iu Ootubor; first 
he said he hid received the notice, and 
witness asked him what ho intended do- 
ing iu the matter; lio appeared to think 
that the bond on hia part waa a mere 
form, and did not think there wa» a time 
limited in tho agrocinunt in which to finish 
the building; thia ruc;i lis lo my mind the 
remark he made when siguifig the bond;

Mr. Yatea finiahoil the reading of tho 
agreement betweon Mr. McB, Smith and 
Mr. R, Lawaon, the builder, which stipu- 
lated that the builder should furnish all 
material, labor, etc., to perform the work 
to tho aatisfaction of tha architect.

Mr. Smith, contiiuiiiig, stated that tho

door, §8; an additional foot in width of 
veranda, §10; stone footing under front 
porch, §5; small extra mantel, §5; extra 
flooring in baaoiiieiit, ; extra day's 
work excavating the collar, §2; a rough 
storage room over kitchen, §5; door and 
steps to main attic for getting onto tho 
roof, 87; laying tile hearths extra, §10;

HoiTuer and George Hansen, were drowned 
in the Qascades of the Columbia. They 
set out in a anil boat, or a row boat car- 
rying sail, a short distaiico above tho Ca.a- 
cado Locks, intending to cross to tho 
Waahingtoii Territory shore.
